You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 


1. ‘lo choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose three Selectmen and ali other necessary town 
officers. 

3. To choose three Trustees of Trust Funds, one for one 
year, one for two years, and one for three years. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
repairing highways, aud determine how it shall be expended. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum sufficient to 
secure state aid for permanent highway improvement. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum 1, sur to 
secure state aid for state road maintenance. 

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
other necessary town charges. 

8. To see if the town will vote to buy one or more steel or 
concrete bridges, and raise and appropriate moncy therefor. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $630 to 
pay for three steel bridges voted at the special meeting Sept. 22. 

10. To see if the town will vote to repair the stone culvert 
near H. F. Wright’s and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of $100 for 
repairing the road from Quaker City to Charlestown line. 

12. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow the sum of Five Thousand Dollars and give the promis- 
sory notes of the town, to pay the Citizens National Bank for 
money loaned to pay the judgments and costs in suits of Frank 
R. Lufkin and Frank E. Reed, and pass any vote in relation 
thereto.

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13. Jo see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to borrow 
a sum not to exceed $2,000 in anticipation of taxes, and give the 
notes of the town therefor, said notes to be paid on or before 
December 15, 1916. : 

14. Tosee if the town will vote to give a discount of two 
per cent on all taxes paid on or before June rt and one per cent 
on all paid on or before September 1. 

15. To see if the town will vote to repair the highway 
east of Glen Gibson’s and make a special appropriation therefor. 

16. To pass any vote in relation to the observance of Old 
Home Day. 

17. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen, 
Town Clerk and Town Treasurer to sell any old papers, books 
or documents belonging to the town, when it is their opinion 
they are of no use to the town. 

18. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.
